Van Rensselaer of Grcenbush- The estate 
consieted of lands in Albany and Cohoes 
and a form in West Troy. By tho 
provisions of the truot tlio income was to 
go to Mrs. Van iteiiHselier during her life 
time and nt her death the property was to 
be inherited in fee simple by her children. 
The two trusteos died, whereupon General 
Van Uensselaor became trustoo by appoint- 
ment of tho Bupromo Court. On hia death 
not loag aftorward Wickaa waa appoiatod 
solo tnutoo. This was In 1871. 

Since then, until January last, ha has 
continued to manaire the affairs of his trust. 
For a loiijr time YiVt. Van Hi ii -solner nus- 
peotcl iliiit her ntlairs wore not i\i they 
should be, but she was uniihle to obtain a 
statement from Wickcs. and was put olf 
with MmiMitii and plausible explanations. 
Finally she went to Judge A. K. Voor^ 
hees, who speedily discovered irregularities 
snd compelled Wickes to rosiga histrast.

Wickes is ah out seventy yeari* old. and 
resideti at 21 Teubroeck street until about 
two weeks ago, when he became a fuiia- 
tiva.
